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PEEFACE. 


The  second  volume  of  the  'Hand-list'  of  Birds  is  believed  to  be  a 
correct  record  of  all  the  species  of  PsitUici  and  of  what  are  known 
generally  as  '  Picarian  '  birds. 

The  number  of  genera  and  species  enumerated  in  the  two  volumes  of 
the  '  Hand-list '  is  as  follows  : — 

Vol.    1 830  genera  3626  species. 

Vol.  II 454       „  2801 

Total 1284  genera  6487  species. 

Tlii^  number  of  generic  names  given  by  the  late  George  Eobert  Gray 
in  his  '  Hand-list'  (1869-71)  is  1453,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
that  author  gave  a  number  to  every  sub-generic  name  mentioned  by 
him,  so  that  not  more  than  half  of  the  genera  indicated  by  him  had 
any  re;il  existence,  and  that  probably  not  more  than  700  have  been 
recognized  by  succeeding  writers.  This  would  give  an  increase  of  about 
5(t0  or  more  generic  names  adopted  since  1871  in  the  groups  of  birds 
other  than  Passerine.  In  the  same  luunher  of  Families  as  has  now  been 
enumerateil  in  the  two  volumes  of  the  new  '  Hand-list,'  Gray  admitted 
some  4940  sj)ecies,  so  that  in  the  tliirty  years  which  have  elapsed  since 
he  wrote  nearly  1500  additional  species  have  been  described.    Dr.  Sharpe, 
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who  lias  made  this  ooniputation  at  my  request,  considers  that  the 
numlier  may  even  be  higlier  than  1500,  as  many  of  the  species  in  Gray's 
'  Hand-list "  have  not  been  recognized. 

I  trust  that  the  Index  issued  with  the  present  volume  will  be 
found  of  service,  as  not  only  the  author  himself,  but  also  some  other 
ornithologists,  have  represented  to  me  that  such  an  Index  would  greatly 
increase  the  utility  of  the  work.

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INTRODUCTION. 


By  one  of  those  accidents  "  wliicb,"  as  a  friendly  reviewer  in  the 
'  Athenipuin  '  observes,  "  indicate  the  personality  of  Ahriman,"  the  slip 
of  MS.  containing  the  Pahtmedeiformes  appears  to  have  been  mislaid  or 
destroyed,  and  never  to  have  reached  the  printer.  This  omission  not 
only  escaped  my  own  observation,  but  that  of  every  one  of  the  kind 
friends  who  were  looking  over  my  proofs. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  ask  those  who  possess  the  first  volume  of  this 
'  Hand-list '  to  insert  the  annexed  page  in  its  proper  place  in  Vol.  I. 
(p.  ii05),  and  to  alter  the  numbers  of  the  Orders  from  the  Anseriformes 
onward.  The  Order  Strujiformes,  with  which  the  volume  ends,  should 
have  been  numbered  XXVII.  instead  of  XXVI. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  I  have  reverted  to  the  old-fashioned  name  of 
Cijiisdus  for  the  Swifts,  instead  of  Apus  of  Scopoli.  The  latter  name 
having  been  adopted  by  Mr.  Hartert  in  the  '  Tierreich,'  has  been 
employed  by  most  recent  authors  who  have  followed  the  example  of  this 
great  authority  on  the  Ci/pselUlce.  Professor  Kay  Lankester  has,  how  ever, 
drawn  my  attention  to  the  inconvenience  which  would  occur  from  the 
adoption  of  Apus  in  Ornithology,  as  it  is  a  well-known  name  in  Crus- 
tacea, and  has  been  in  constant  use  for  more  than  a  century.  Laying 
aside  its  ancient  occurrence  in  the  work  of  Schaeffer,  as  being  pre- 
Linnean  and  inadmissible,  we  find  that  Scopoli  used  both  Apos  and  Apus 
in  the  same  work,  'Introductio  ad  Historian!  naturalem,'  1777.  Aj>os  is 
assigned  to  the  Crustacva  on  p.  404,  antedating  Ajuts  for  the  Swifts  on 
p.  4Sy  of  the  same  work.  Tlie  only  question  to  be  considered  is  whether 
A/ios  and  Apus  mean  the  same  thing,  and  whether  Scopoli  did  not  insert 
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two  such  very  similar  names  in  his  book  by  misadventure.  Mr.  ITartert 
thinks  that  both  names  may  be  employed,  anos  being  the  Greek  for 
"weariness;  a  tedious  thing,"  whilst  airovs  of  course  means  "without 
feet."  There  are  many  names  in  use,  I  allow,  equally  similar  in  appear- 
ance, Pica  and  Picus  for  example,  but  I  think  tliat  even  in  this  caso  it 
may  perhaps  be  better  to  suppress  Pica  as  the  generic  name  for  the 
Magpies.  .As  the  latinization  of  airos  and  anovs  is  the  same,  Ajjus,  it  is 
better  that  one  of  them  should  become  extinguished,  and  the  name  Ajiiis 
for  the  Swifts,  being  posterior  in  date  to  Aj^us  in  the  Crustacea,  should 
be  the  one  to  disappear,  especially  as  it  has  but  recently  been  employed 
by  Ornithologists  *.  For  my  own  part  I  gladly  accept  any  excuse  which 
restores  such  a  well-known  name  as  Ci/pselus  ;  and  I  only  regret  that 
equally  good  reasons  cannot  be  found  to  replace  some  of  the  old-fashioned 
generic  names  which  recent  research  proves  to  have  been  ante-dated. 
These  changes  may  be  strictly  correct,  but  they  are  very  disturbing, 
especially  to  those  naturalists  who  are  aiming  at  a  universally  recog- 
nized nomenclature  in  Zoology.  They  appear,  however,  to  be  inevitable, 
and  one  day  we  may  hope  to  arrive  at  some  degree  of  finaUty.  I  would 
urge,  however,  on  all  ornithologists,  that  the  fullest  advantage  should  be 
taken  of  any  doubt  which  can  prevent  the  displacement  of  some  well- 
known  generic  or  specific  name  by  a  less-known  one. 

As  with  the  previous  volume,  I  have  received  the  greatest  assistance 
from  my  colleagues,  who  have  looked  over  the  proofs  of  this  second 
volume  of  the  '  Hand-list.'  Even  with  the  '  Catalogue  of  Birds  '  as  a 
basis  for  a  '  Hand-list,'  the  production  of  the  latter  is  an  exceedingly 
difficult  task,  and  I  shall  greatly  miss  the  revision  of  future  volumes  by 
my  late  friend  Dr.  Elliott  Coues,  who  gave  me  freely  the  result  of  his 
great  knowledge  of  birds  and  their  literature.  No  friend  coidd  have 
taken  more  interest  in  the  work  than  he  did,  and  his  help  was  invaluable; 
but  the  list  of  ornithologists  who  have  gone  over  and  criticised  my
